Brisk selling conditions 
in some parts of the coun- 
try require more aggres- 
sive tactics. 

Brett Furman, a broker 
in suburban Philadelphia, 
says the strong market 
dictates that homebuyers 
focus on buying first, and 
selling later. 

"The housing market in 
the suburban Philadel- 
phia market is moving 
very quickly," said Fur- 
man.
